ARMORY BUILOMG 


Tenders for $500,000 Structure 
Close November 18th—To Be 
of Steel, Concrete, Brick and 
Stone. 


(From Evening Edition) 


The new armory «pbuilding to be 
erected on Churchi! venue, west of 
the High School, wi be absolutely 
fireproof throughout. Practically no 
wood will be employed in the ex- 
terior structure, even the window 
fraines being of steel. The founda- 
tion and basement will be of rein. 
forced concrete. The superstructure 
will have a steel frame with concrete 
floors, overlaid with tile and mastic, 
and the exterior will be attractively 
firrished in brick and-«stone, with bat- 
tlemented roof. 

Tenders have to be in by the 18th 
of the present month and construe: 
tlon may commence as soon after- 
wards as the contracts can be let. 
The new building will be two storeys 
high and the ground floor dimensions 
will be 275 x 175 feet. The large 
drill room, two hundred feet long and 
a hundred feet wide. will be on the 
ground floor, and on either side will 
be the quarters for the officers, ser- 
geants and men, 

Separate lavatories and 
officers, non-commissioned 
and men will be provided. Both the 
quarters and the lavatories will be 
finished in enamel brick. The second 
floor will he fitted up for recreation 
purposes etc., and large bowling 
alleys and billiard rooms will be pro- 
vided. Balconies will run around 
the building on the second floor. 

The heating will be on the 
system and ventilation will be 
vided by means of clectric fans. 

The building is expected to meet 
the requirements of the local militia 
for a number of years to come, the 
structure being planned on an ample 
scale, It will be as large as the 
Winnipeg armory and will cost $500,- 
000,
